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SELECTMENS  REPORT. 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers 
of  Poor  was  held  Feb,  8.  1916,  and  organized  with  the  choice 
of  Charles  P.  Maxfield  as  Chairman,  John  I.  Bryant  as  clerk. 

Miss  Lillian  H.  Sim;as  was  chosen  as  Secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

As  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  [500.00]  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  purpose 
of  continuing  the  plotting  of  the  town.  Mr.  F.  M.  Metcalf, 
C.  E.  was  selected  by  the  Assessors  to  have  charge  of  the 
work.  That  part  of  the  town  north  of  Washington  Street 
between  Rotch.  Adams,  North  Main  St.  and  the  Alden  Road, 
commencing  at  corner  of  Rotch  and  Washington  Streets, 
thence  extending  north  in  east  line  of  Rotch,  Adams  and  North 
Main  Streets  to  the  Town  of  Acushnet  line,  thence  southerly 
in  west  line  of  Alden  road  to  Washington  Street,  thence 
westerly  in  north  line  of  Washington  Street  to  Rotch  Street, 
amount  placed  in  the  tax  levy  1916 

As  voted  by  the  town  at  its  annual  Town  Meeting,  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford,  for  Fairhaven’s 
part  of  the  maintenances  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven 
bridge  for  the  year  1914-1915  amounting  to  S2290.75  was 
paid,  and  placed  in  the  tax  levy  1916. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote,  at  Annual  Town  Meeting 
1915  that  the  Selectmen  should  prepare  and  establish  a system 
of  building  permits  to  govern  the  construction  and  repairs 
of  buildings  in  the  town.  The  board  report  that  the  same 
has  been  in  use  from  the  first  of  April,  1915  to  the  present 
time,  and  proved  to  be  a good  practical  idea,  not  only  as  a 
help  to  the  Assessors  in  knowing  when  and  where  new  build- 
ings are  constructed,  they  are  also  informed  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  same.  Another  rule  is  that  which  requires  all  chimneys 
to  be  plastered  upon  the  outside  from  cellar  to  the  roof. 
Thus  removing  the  danger  from  chimney  fires.  The  rules 
are  an  assistance  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department 
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as  he  inspects  and  controls  the  building  of  Garages,  as  called 
for  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  One  hundred  and 
eighty  permits  have  been  granted  from  the  time  of  issuing 
the  permits  to  the  present  time,  showing  an  amiount  of 
$316,340.00  as  the  amount  of  estimates  as  shown  upon  the 
applications  for  the  permits. 

As  voted  by  the  Town  at  annual  town  meeting,  the  board 
acting  with  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  have  purchased  and 
placed  in  use  at  the  North  End  Engine  House,  an  automobile 
Chassis,  at  a cost  of  $891 .98,  the  payment  for  same  was  made 
as  follows,  $500.00,  as  appropriated  and  placed  in  this  years 
tax  levy,  $50.00  from  sale  of  old  wagon,  and  $300.00  paid 
as  voted  from  Incidental  Account.  Showing  an  overdraft 
of  $41.98. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  as  passed  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Eire 
Engineers  have  made  an  investigation  of  the  different  locations 
suitable  for  the  Town  to  have  erected  upon  in  the  future  an 
Engine  House.  The  joint  Boards  after  a conference  with 
architects  and  other  investigation,  decided  to  employ  as  the 
architects,  Brigham,  Coveney  & Bisbee  to  prepare  a set  of 
plans  suitable  for  the  location  that  they  thought  best  adapted 
for  Engine  House  purposes,  the  board  expects  to  report 
upon  same  at  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

At  the  special  Town  meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  unanimouly  voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers:— 

I give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
($100,000)  Dollars,  in  trust,  however,  as  a permanent  endow- 
ment fund,  and  I direct  that  the  incomie  thereof  be  applied 
between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  will  the  man- 
agement of  said  Trust  fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  submit 
the  following  statement:- 
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Received  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  the  late  Henry 
H.  Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913,  8100,000.  Deposited  same  in  Fair- 
ha^•en  National  Bank  at  2 per  cent  interest. 

Invested  Oct.  24,  1913  825,000.00  in  New  York  Telephone 
Co.,  first  general  mortgage  4 % gold  bonds  at  a cost  of 

824,468.75. 

Invested  Oct.  25,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  Awierican  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Co.,  Collateral  Trust  4%  bonds  at  a cost  of 
821,937.50. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  Fairhaven  Institution  for

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the  citi- 
zens voted  to  approve  the  action  of  the  selectmen  in  accepting 
from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  Sarah  C.  Anthony,  ten  thou- 
and  [$10,000.1  dollars,  bequeathed  by  her  to  the  town  of  Fair- 
haven, in  trust,  to  be  held  as  a permanent  fund,  in  memory  of 
her  late  husband,  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.,  the  income  thereof 
to  be  devoted  to  educational  purposes,  in  such  manner  as 
the  school  committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

Income  received  from  Anthony  Trust  Funds  year  1916, 
$404.00. 
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At  special  Town  Meeting  held  Oct.  30,  1916,  the  Town 
\oted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  relative  to  the 
laying  out  of  Spring  Street  from,  the  east  line  of  Adams 
and  Rotch  Streets  to  the  north  line  of  V\"ashington  Street. 

At  special  Town  Meeting  held  Oct.  30  ,1916,  the  Town 
voted  to  accept  the  report  of  the  Selectm^en  relative  to  the 
laying  out  of  Lawton  Street  from  the  east  line  of  Contemi- 
plated  South  Rotch  Street  easterly,  330  feet  more  or  less. 

One  of  the  most  important  matters  the  Board  had  to 
consider  the  past  year,  was  the  petition  of  the  Union  Street 
Railway  Co.,  for  an  extension  of  tracks  in  the  Towm  to  take 
care  of  the  congested  state  of  travel  that  now  exists,  during 
the  summer  months,  caused  by  the  great  am.ount  of  travel  to 
and  from  Fort  Fhoenix. 

The  said  petition  dated  Nov.  27,  1916  w'as  filed  wdth  the 
Board.  The  Selectmien  ordered  that  a hearing  to  all  parties 
interested  in  said  petition  w^ould  be  held  by  the  Selectmen 
Dec.  26,  1916  at  the  Towm  Hall,  at  said  m.eeting  it  wms  voted 
almost  unanimouly  not  to  approve  the  petition  as  asked  for. 

A.fter  the  hearing  was  adjourned,  a, petition  wms  presented 
which  read  as  follow^s:  Voted:  That  the  Selectmen  select 

five  citizens,  neither  one  of  whom  shall  have  real  estate  affected 
by  a change  of  track  location,  to  act  wdth  the  Selectmien  as 
a committee  to  confer  with  the  Union  Street  Railway  Co., 
and  submit  to  some  future  meeting,  a track  location,  accept- 
able to  the  Union  Street  Railwmy  Co.,  and  beneficial  to  the 
Town. 

The  Board  voted  not  to  grant  the  petition  of  the  Union 
Street  Raihvay  as  asked  for. 

The  Selectmien  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  tax 
payers  of  the  Towm  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Towm. 
Our  Towm.  debt  is  increasing  and  about  up  to  the  debt  limit. 
All  departments  of  the  Towm  are  increasing  their  expense 
accounts,  owdng  to  the  m.uch  larger  cost  of  all  necessary  sup- 
plies and  the  State  Legislature  m.aking  laws  that  compel  the 
Town  to  furnish  support  for  an  increasing  number,  wTich 
forr^ally  were  self  supporting.  The  Board  most  earnestly 
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request  the  citizens  to  investigate  and  act  upon  the  same 
in  a conservati\'e  and  as  a business  matter.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  had  charge  of  the  Street  De- 
partment work  the  past  year  and  selected  to  have  charge  of 
the  work  as  forem.an,  Kenry  C.  Pierce,  who  superintended 
the  macadamiizing  and  re-surfacing  the  streets  and  William 
H,  Bryant  had  charge  of  the  general  repairs  on  sarnie. 

The  Street  Department  has  given  its  usual  attention  to 
keeping  the  streets  and  gutters  clean  and  tidy,  and  as  it 
makes  quite  an  item  in  the  street  department  expense 
account,  the  Board  requests  the  citizens  to  refrain  as  much 
as  possible  from  using  the  streets  and  gutters  as  a dumping 
place,  it  would  not  only  give  the  streets  a better  appearance 
but  we  should  all  do  what  we  can  to  keep  up  the  general 
character  of  our  town  for  cleanliness. 

To  retain  the  top  covering  of  our  streets  and  prevent 
the  same  from  being  blown  from  the  surface  of  our  highways 
and  also  as  a sanitary  feature,  the  department  continued 
the  use  of  oil  on  our  highway  where  most  needed.  For  that 
purpose  22,9v32  gallon  of  Standard  road  oil  was  purchased 
and  applied  to  the  streets  under  pressure  by  the  S'mnolard 
Oil  Co.  Auto  Sprinkler  machine  at  a cost  of  S1733.6S. 

The  Park  Department  desirous  of  saving  the  streets  in 
Cushman  Park,  had  1250  gallons  of  oil  applied  to  sam.e  by 
the  street  department  at  a cost  of  SI  15 . 50,  the  said  amount 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  street  department  from  the  Park 
Department  account. 

As  S3000.00  vras  appropriated  at  Annual  Town  Meeting 
to  widen  where  necessary  and  maeadamize  the  so  called 
Sconticut  Neck  Road.  The  Selectmen  called  for  bids  to  have 
the  same  done  by  contract.  The  xAcushnet  Construction 
Co.  were  awarded  the  contract  at  97  cts  per  square  yard. 
The  length  of  road,  macademized  by  same  2740  feet. 

As  it  was  voted  at  Annual  Town  Aleeting  to  build  one 
mile  of  road  on  Bridge  Street  easterly  from  Mill  Road  and 
appropriated  $3000.00  for  same,  the  Selectmen  decided  to 
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have  the  highway  department  macadamize  the  same,  using  the 
tar  penetration  idea  in  building  the  same.  The  amount 
expended  on  road  this  year  w^as  $2637.15  showing  in  length  as 
macadamized  3540  feet.  The  Board  recommend  the  balance 
of  appropriation  be  used  in  early  spring  upon  the  road. 

As  voted  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  appropriate 
$1000.00  to  macadamize  Elm  street  easterly  from  Main  Street, 
we  report  the  same  has  been  attended  to  and  street  ma- 
cadamized by  using  the  tar  penetration  process  wTich  costs 
more  but  in  the  judgm.ent  of  experts  makes  the  streets  last 
much  longer.  Amount  expended  on  street  $1062.11. 

As  $300.00  wms  appropriated  at  Annual  Town  'Meeting 
for  the  purpose  of  filling  in  and  grading  Wilding  Street  and 
building  sidewalk,  we  report  the  same  has  been  attended  to 
at  a cost  of  $314.27.  Cost  exceeding  the  appropriation  paid 
from  highway  account. 

As  the  Towm  voted  to  macadamize  Green  street  from 
Huttlestone  Avenue  to  Elm  Street  and  appropriated  there- 
for $1,000.00,  the  Board  reported  that  after  investigation 
found  that  a sewer  was  contemplated  through  the  street  and 
as  the  street  was  in  very  bad  condition  and  not  any  sidewmlk 
they  decided  to  grade  the  street  and  build  sidewalk  this  year. 
The  amount  expended  to  do  the  same  was  $532.23  leaving 
$467.77  to  the  credit  of  Green  street  account. 

The  main  work  done  by  the  general  highway  depart- 
ment this  year  has  been  resurfacing  the  streets,  repairing 
culverts  and  repairing  the  sidewalks  by  the  use  of  cinders  and 
screenings,  all  the  streets  have  been  re-surfaced  by  the  use 
of  tar  as  a binder.

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The  first  case  the  Town  was  called  upon  to  settle  by  ac 
tion  of  the  State  Accident  Board  was  the  case  of  Thomas 
Greenwood,  he  was  injured  by  falling  from  team  Oct.  14,  1915 
while  loading  stone  at  crusher  plant,  he  injured  his  collar 
bone.  The  committee  of  Arbitration  consisting  of  Thomas 
F.  Boyle  of  the  Industrial  accident  Board,  Lewis  E.  Bentley 
representing  the  Town  and  Patrick  M.  Doyle  representing 
Greenwood  held  hearing  on  the  matter  November  .3,  1916. 
It  was  agreed  upon  and  approved  by  the  Committee  that  he 
be  allowed  eight  [$8.00]  dollars  per  week  from  the  time  of 
injury  to  Oct.  1,  1916.  Amount  paid  from  highway  account 
to  Thomas  Greenwood  four  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and 
forty-three  cents,  ($415.43) . The  Board  this  year  have  placed 
the  several  departments  for  protection  to  Town  in  some 
insurance  Company. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  law  which 
prohibits  placing  any  rubbish  or  material  in  the  highways  of 
the  Town.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our  public 
buildings  and  churches  have  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  etc.,  then  raking  or 
sweeping  the  same  into  the  streets,  this  law  applies.  Trust- 
ing this  notice  will  l:e  sufhcient,  and  that  we  all  use  barrels 
in  which  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future,  by  so  doing  it  will 
be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
do  all  they  can  to  separate  the  waste  paper  from  the  ashes. 
Perhaps  if  they  would  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate 
barrel  or  box  to  place  the  paper  in.  it  would  help  the  matter: 
but  we  are  fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate 
the  nuisance  which  now  exists.

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REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


The  Board  organized  as  in  1914  and  1915.  G.  W.  Valen- 
tine, Chairman;  N.  M.  Pauli,  Clerk;  W.  J.  Fitzsimmons. 
Superintendent  of  Power  House. 

In  order  that  the  Sewer  Comimissioners  and  the  public 
also  might  have  definite  knowledge  of  comparative  costs, 
this  board  in  April,  1914,  began  a systematic  records  of  power 
house  expenses.  We  find,  during  that  time,  that  while  the 
operating  expenses  of  the  oil  engine  are  less,  the  repairs  have 
been  much  more.  There  has  been  expended  for  repairs  on 
the  steam  plant  $125.00.  on  the  oil  engine  $700.00.  We  also 
in  the  spring  of  1916  tried  an  electric  motor,  the  use  and  in- 
stallation of  which  cost  nothing  for  the  trial;  we  found  that  the 
cost  of  current  was  prohibitive,  the  expense,  outside  of  at- 
tendance being  nearly  double  that  of  the  other  sources 
of  power.  If  the  station  is  to  be  operated  for  several  years 
more,  it  would  be  economy  to  install  an  up  to  date  and  ade- 
quate steam,  plant  as  the  most  satisfactory  all'  around, 
the  cost  of  operating  the  station  was  $3400  for  the  year. 

According  td-our  records  the  ariiount  of  sewage  discharged 
from  the  Shone  System  during  the  year  was: 

At  Rotch  Street  ejector  17,617,800  gallons  73,114  tons 

At  Ferry  Street  ejector  8,948,000  gallons  37,094  tons 

At  Spring  Street  ejector  17,942,600  gallons  74,412  tons 

At  Bridge  Street  ejector  14,166,300  gallons  58,290  tons 


Totals  58,675,700  gallons  242,810  tons 

Although  less  sewage  was  pumped  with  the  portable 
outfit  than  in  1915,  its  services  were  in  demand  as  late  in  the 
year  as  July.  Cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  power 
pump  was  $106. 

Extensive  repairs  and  renewals  of  ejector  parts  were 
necessary,  but  it  would  seem  as  if  they  would  now  be  in  good 
operating  condition  for  some  time.  Cost  of  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  ejectors  was  approximately  $1100. 
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Flushing  and  clearing  although  not  extensively  done 
cost  $189,  repairs  of  hose  $5.00. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  board  had  installed  in 
some  of  the  deepest  cellars  on  the  Shone  System,  electric 
bell  alarms  whcih  should  give  prompt  notice  of  a rise  in  sewage 
in  those  cellars.  The  board  has,  by  being  notified  through 
telephone,  averted  flooded  cellars  in  many  instances.  The 
cost  of  these  alarms  was  $36.00. 

Several  manhole  covers  were  broken  during  the  year;  the 
board  believe  by  heavily  loaded  automobile  trucks  with  iron 
rimmed  wheels,  New  Bedford  we  learn  has  had  similar  ex- 
perience. Cost  of  renewals  and  other  repairs  to  manholes 
was  $62.00. 

Under  votes  of  the  annual  town  m.eeting  of  1916  the 
board  constructed  the  following  extensions- 

In  Elm  Street  from  Walnut  to  Green  Streets, 

191  lineal  feet  8 inch  pipe  sewer  and  one  manhole. 

[Huttleston  Avenue  Gravity  System]. 

In  Middle  Street,  northerly  from  Bridge  Street, 

220  lineal  feet  6 inch  cast  iron  pipe  sewer,  one  manhole. 

[Shone  System] 

In  Laurel  Street  from  Maple  to  Cottage  Streets, 

135  lineal  6 inch  vitrified  pipe  sewer  one  manhole. 

[South  End  Gravity  System] 

The  board  obtained  bids  on  the  above  but  for  various 
reasons  it  was  difficult  to  close  a contract  and  the  work  was 
done  by  the  day. 

By  vote  of  a special  meeting  October  30,  there  were 
built  in  Linden  Avenue  fromx  William  Street  easterly, 

236  lineal  feet  8 inch  pipe  sewer. 

This  was  built  under  contract  with  H.  W.  Barney  the 
lowest  bidder. 

As  by  vote  of  the  town  in  1913  all  making  and  repairing 
of  sewer  connections  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Superinten- 
dents of  highways,  acting  as  agent  for  the  Sev.'er  Commissioners 
there  being  no  appointee  to  that  office,  the  Selectmen  desig- 
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nated  Mr.  Barney  to  look  after  this  work.  Thirty-one  new 
connections  brought  the  total  record  to  six  hundred  and 
thirty-four. 

It  is  ver}^  urgent  that  our  record  plans  should  be  brought 
up  to  date  with  blue  print  copies  for  filing  with  the  town 
clerk..  We  ask  for  a special  appropration  of  $250.00  for  this 
work. 

In  1914  and  1915  we  received  the  appropriation  we  asked 
for  and  at  the  end  of  those  years  we  had  credit  balances.  In 
1916  we  asked  for  $5500,  we  received  $5000,  and  have  over- 
drawn our  account.  The  summary  of  our  expenditures  was 
as  follows: 

Power  House  $3400,  Ejectors  $1100,  Pump  and  Pumping 
$106,  Flushing  and  repair  hose  $194,  Alarms  $36,  Repairs 
manholes  $62,  legal  counsel  $43,  Printing  and  advertising 
$38,  Tools,  rubber  boots,  lanterns  $42,  the  balance  of  expen- 
ditures is  accounted  for  by  oil  on  hand  January  1,  and  general 
expense. 

We  ask  this  year  for  $5700  for  maintenance  of  the  sewers.

Tree  Warden 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  submits  his  annual  report. 

For  an  experiment  the  Tree  Warden  did  not  put  the 
Power  Sprayer  into  commission  this  year,  only  spraying 
the  English  Elm,  as  they  are  the  pride  of  the  Beetle,  with 
the  Hand  Sprayer.  In  most  place  this  worked  well,  but 
showed  the  lack  of  spraying  at  the  end  of  the  season  and 
could  not  be  followed  another  year.  The  Beetle  has  to  be 
kept  down  in  order  to  save  the  Trees  and  the  only  way  is  to 
spray.  Considerable  trimming  has  been  accomplished, 
this  year,  covering  most  of  the  Town  and  a number  of  dead 
trees  have  been  removed  and  more  to  take  dowm. 

The  Town  has  planted  fifty  Maple  Trees  on  North 
Green  Street  and  Elm  Street. 

The  Improvement  Association  has  planted  twenty-five 
trees  in  different  parts  of  the  Town. 

The  Tree  Warden  respectfully  recommends  the  same 
appropriation  of  $1200,  so  that  the  work  may  be  continued 
and  the  beauty  of  the  Town  preserved.

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present 
their  report  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  13  bell  alarms  and  16  still 
alarms. 

Our  appropriation  the  past  year  has  been  over-run  owing 
to  the  extra  expense  for  the  storing  of  the  Chemical,  and  the 
extra  cost  of  material.  At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting 
it  was  voted  to  purchase  a chassis  for  the  North  End  of  the 
town  which  we  have  done,  and  the  machine  is  now  in  commis- 
sion. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  requested  that 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Fire  Engineers  meet  to  look 
up  and  procure  plans,  site,  and  cost  of  a fire  station  and  report 
at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  shed  in  which  the  ladder  truck  is  kept,  and  would 
recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  a new  station. 
We  recommend  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  ensuing 
year.

I herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Home  and  Farm 
for  the  year  1916. 

We  have  ten  inmates.  Four  men  and  six  women.  Two 
are  confined  to  their  bed  and  they  require  constant  attention. 
Owing  to  the  added  feebleness  of  the  inmates  we  have  been 
compelled  to  have  a maid.  Owing  to  the  unfavorable  season 
our  supply  of  vegetables  is  not  up  to  standard.  We  have  not 
been  able  to  can  so  much  as  heretofore  but  have  made  enough 
sweet-corn,  potatoes,  turnips,  cabbage  and  parsnip  to  supply 
us  in  plenty.  This  supplied  in  connection  with  milk  and 
eggs  from  the  farm  saves  a large  item  on  expense  account. 
We  have  made  a good  supply  of  hay  and  other  rough  feed. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  had  to  have  another  horse 
and  a cow  with  the  added  expense  of  repairs  and  painting 
the  house  also  farm  implements  bought  has  made  our  account 
heavier  for  this  past  year. 

Thanking  you  for  your  thoughtfulness  and  kindness 
at  all  times  and  extending  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all 
who  remembered  the  home  during  the  Holidays.

Gentlemen : 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  fifth  annual  report,  the  twenti- 
eth in  the  series  of  superintendent’s  reports  since  the  formation 
of  the  union  with  Mattapoisett  and  Acushnet. 

Maintenance  of  schools  is  compulsory,  made  so  by  the 
people.  To  the  School  Committee,  directly,  to  superintendent 
and  teachers,  indirectly,  is  delegated  the  task  of  operating 
the  schools  owned  by  the  people.  In  some  m-easure  piaise 
or  censure  for  the  success  or  failure  of  the  schools  belongs 
to  school  officials;  in  equally  large  degree,  at  least,  the  people 
themselves  are  responsible.  This  is  true,  not  only  because 
the  spirit  and  interest  of  the  people  in  education  are  reflected 
in  the  schools  by  their  children,  but,  also,  because  teaching, 
school  buildings,  equipment  and  facilities  cost  money,  and 
the  quality  of  these  sesentials  of  success  in  a school  system 
depends  largely  upon  what  can  be  paid  for  them.  Schools 
are  expensi\*e.  In  a growing  and  progressive  town  the  num- 
ber of  children  to  be  housed  and  taught  increases  and,  at  the 
same  time,  there  is  a demand  for  better  schools.  To  meet 
the  absolute  necessities  greater  expenditures  must  be  made; 
to  respond  to  the  demand  for  better  schools,  still  more  money 
must  be  expended.  It  is  the  important  problem  of  the  voters 
to  determine  whether  the  essential  conditions  of  success  shall 
be  unfavorable  favorable  or  m.ost  favorable  in  quality. 
The  intelligent  solution  of  this  problem  requires  information 
as  to  the  cost  of  schools,  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
under  which  work  is  done,  and  the  recommendations  of 
school  officials  relating  to  the  future;  in  short,  it  requires 
reading  of  the  annual  school  report. 
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Finances. 

In  the  following  table  the  total  expenditures  of  the  year  for  grade 
schools,  including  those  from  the  various  funds,  are  classified.  The  head- 
ings are  those  used  in  the  State  system  of  accounting.

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The  total  expenditures  are  less  than  those  of  1915  by 
S108.86.  Close  economy  has  been  exercised.  Anticipating 
a rise  in  prices,  the  chief  supplies  for  the  year  were  bought 
last  March.  This  saved  several  hundred  dollars.  It  will  be 
impossible  to  make  this  saving  next  year.  Arithmetic  paper 
purchased  for  sixteen  cents  per  package  now  costs  thirty 
eight  cents  ;composition  paper  bought  for  twenty-eight  cents 
sells  for  sixty,  and  all  through  the  list  of  supplies  there  is  a 
marked  advance.  It  is  truly  not  the  cost  of  high  living  but 
certainly  the  high  cost  of  living  that  confronts  the  School 
Department  in  the  coming  year. 

Over  twenty  per  cent  of  the  expenditures  for  grade  schools 
comes  from  the  various  funds.  Not  taxed  to  maintain  its 
high  school,  with  this  assistance  for  the  grades,  Fairhaven 
is  a fortunate  town.  Its  citizens  ought  not  to  complain 
overmuch  at  the  cost  of  schools.  A few  do,  nevertheless. 
Why?  Because  they  are  not  vitally  interested  in  schools 
and  because  they  do  not  know  what  schools  ought  to  cost. 
How  does  the  amount  Fairhaven  expends  for  grade  schools 
compare  with  that  of  other  towns  nearly  equal  in  size?  In 
the  State  Report  for  this  year  five  towns,  nearly  equal  in  size 
are  grouped  together  and  expenditures  compared.  The  fol- 
lowing table  contains  a few  facts  regarding  the  group  of 
towns  in  which  Fairhaven  is  included.

*Total  appropriation  for  support  of  Schools. 
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Including  the  funds,  Fairhaven  expended  for  the  support 
of  grade  schools  less  by  over  six  thousand  dollars  than  any 
town  in  the  group.  In  explanation  it  may  be  said  that  the 
town  is  less  wealthy  than  the  others.  It  is  true  that  Fair- 
haven  has  the  lowest  valuation  of  the  group,  but  what  ex- 
penditure from  local  taxation  did  it  make  per  thousand  of 
its  valuation?  It  expended  $4.53  last  year  and  less  this, 
Needham  spent  5.98,  Franklin,  7. 88,  Ipswich,  7.08,  while 
Wellesley  with  a valuation  of  over  $20,000,000,  spent  $3 
per  thousand  for  support  of  schools.  Fairhaven  ranked 
278th  among  353  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts  in  its 
valuation  per  pupil  in  the  average  m^embership  of  its  schools, 
while  it  ranked  264th  in  its  expenditure  per  thousand  of  its 
valuation  for  school  support.  A town  ought  not  to  tax 
itself  merely  to  secure  higher  ranking  in  the  State  Report. 
The  question  is,  are  the  children  receiving  the  best  the  town 
can  afford?  There  are  too  many  children  per  teacher,  no 
provision  is  made  for  special  work  with  exceptional  children, 
there  are  too  frequent  changes  in  the  teaching  corps,  books, 
maps,  and  equipment  need  to  be  bought  miore  liberally,  a 
more  effective  system  of  health  supervision  needs  to  be  deve- 
loped. Expenditures  are  not  large  enough  to  provide  the 
type  of  schools  the  town  ought  to  have.  In  the  face  of  the 
higher  cost  of  everything  connected  with  their  maintenance, 
and  of  a growing  school  population,  the  standards  of  the  past 
cannot  be  maintained  without  larger  appropriations. 

The  School  Departmj.ent  expends  more  money  than  any  , 
other  single  departmient.  Financial  tables  clearly  indicate 
directions  of  expenditure;  unfortunately  it  is  impossible  to 
exhibit  all  received  for  the  money.  Roads  made  and  repaired, 
sewers  constructed,  streets  lighted,  property  protected  from 
fire  loss,  present  physical  evidences  of  value  received.  Schools 
are  concerned  with  the  development  of  children.  Books, 
maps,  and  equipment,  pleasant  and  sanitary  buildings,  the 
quality  of  teaching, -these  things  influence  life  and  character. 
For  two  hundred  days  each  year,  for  eight  years  at  least, 
the  school  through  the  teacher  is  the  miost  important  single 
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agency,  outside  the  home,  in  moulding  the  life  and  character 
of  practically  every  child  in  the  community.  What  are  the 
results^  They  are  certain  and  infinitely  valuable,  but  they 
are  intangible.  If  they  could  be  materialized  to  the  voters 
and  stand  forth  in  their  real  importance,  money  would  wil- 
lingly be  spent  on  the  public  schools. 

ATTENDANCE.

The  average  grade  membership  for  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber of  this  year  was  950;  for  the  same  period  of  last  year  it 
was  868,  an  increase  of  82. 
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Buildings. 

In  the  report  of  1915  it  was  stated  that  if  the  rate  of  in- 
crease in  membership  of  the  schools  continued,  more  room 
would  be  necessary  in  the  near  future.  It  has  continued. 
There  has  been  more  than  an  average  increase  this  year. 
Your  grade  buildings  will  accommodate  1000  pupils;  there  are 
in  them  now  950.  Because  pupils  cannot  be  distributed 
irrespective  of  grading  and  location  of  rooms,  conditions  at 
the  Center  are  now  far  from  what  they  ought  to  be,  and  unless 
additional  room  is  provided  soon,  they  will  become  extreme- 
ly poor,  if  not  intolerable. 

The  Rogers  School  has  a present  enrollment  of  350,  the 
capacity  of  the  building,  if  ordinarily  good  teaching  is  to  be 
done.  Every  room  has  a membership  of  over  forty,  too  many 
if  standard  results  are  to  be  secured.  It  is  reasonable  to  ex- 
pect more  pupils  next  year.  What  can  be  done  with  them? 
If  the  number  is  not  too  large,  it  may  be  possible  to  distri- 
bute them  in  the  grades  of  the  building,  increasing  the  large 
enrollment  per  teacher.  If  this  is  not  done,  what  next? 
Seven  of  the  eight  rooms  at  Oxford  are  filled.  Only  one 
room  has  less  than  forty  pupils,  and  it  seems  certain  that  the 
remaining  room  will  be  needed  next  fall  for  the  children  of 
that  section.  It  seems  likely  now  that  one  of  the  grades  at 
the  Rogers  School  will  have  to  be  housed  in  the  spare  room 
at  the  old  High  School  next  year.  This  would  relieve  the 
Rogers  School  but  conditions  at  Washington  Street  are  all 
but  intolerable.  It  will  be  impossible  to  accommodate  more 
pupils  there  next  year.  Present  conditions  should  be  remedied. 
I cannot  speak  too  strongly  in  this  connection.  The  rooms 
of  this  building  are  unusually  small.  A maximum  of  thirty- 
five  small  children  is  as  many  as  should  be  placed  in  the  larger 
rooms  on  the  upper  floor.  Adequate  air  and  seating  space 
for  more  is  lacking.  Each  of  two  upper  rooms  has  at  present 
nearly  fifty  pupils.  The  number  of  cubic  feet  of  air  space 
per  pupil  is  about  130  in  one  and  150  in  the  other.  The 
minimum  standard  for  schools  is  200  cubic  feet  per  pupil. 
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With  the  rather  defective  ventilating  system  of  the  building, 
the  lack  of  air  space  is  more  appreciably  evident.  In  each 
of  the  two  other  rooms  on  the  upper  floor  the  enrollment 
is  over  forty,  making  them  crowded.  In  order  to  provide 
seating  space  for  the  children  of  the  second  and  third  grades 
it  has  been  necessary  to  double  promote  a number  of  children, 
sending  some  from  the  second  to  the  fourth  grade  at  the  Rogers 
School,  and  others  from  the  first  to  the  third  grade.  In  some 
cases  this  has  been  distinctly  disadvantageous  to  the  children. 
With  the  problem  of  housing  at  the  Rogers  School,  this 
practise  cannot  be  continued. 

Each  year  for  several  years  the  School  Report  has  em- 
phasized the  need  of  better  working  conditions  for  the 
first  grades  at  the  Washington  Street  School.  It  is  pertinent 
to  touch  upon  the  matter  again  in  this  connection.  Any 
parent,  interested  in  the  progress  of  his  child,  who  knows 
what  ought  to  be  accomplished  in  the  first  year,  must  be 
dissatisfied  with  the  results  being  secured.  The  half-session 
plan  prevails  because  the  lower  rooms  have  not  seating  space 
for  all  the  children  of  the  grade.  Children  who  attend 
school  in  the  morning  have  a daily  session  of  two  and  three- 
fourths  hours,  which,  excluding  the  time  for  recess,  entrances 
and  exits,  nets  two  and  one  fourth  hours  in  school.  Those 
who  attend  in  the  afternoon  are  not  so  fortunate.  During  the 
fall  and  spring  terms  the  daily  session  nets  them  one  and 
three-fourths  hours,  while  in  the  winter  when  schools 
close  at  3-30  P.  M.,  the  time  of  real  work  is  reduced  to  one 
and  one-half  hours  daily.  Admitting  that  the  hours  for  the 
first  grade  ought  not  to  be  the  same  as  for  higher  grades,  yet, 
when  two-thirds  of  the  children  are  six  years  of  age  before 
entering  school,  as  is  the  case  at  Washington  Street,  a session 
which  nets  from  one  and  one  half  to  two  and  one-fourth 
hours  daily  is  distinctly  too  short. 

The  children  go  forward  handicapped  by  insufficient 
preparation  in  the  subjects  taught  as  well  as  without  the  train- 
ing from  seat  w^ork.  There  would  be  less  ground  for  complaint 
if  there  was  opportunity  in  the  second  and  third  grades  to 
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compensate  for  this  lack  of  preparation.  There  is  not.  The 
schools  are  too  large.  The  result  is  that  many  children  never 
have  the  thorough  grounding  in  the  beginnings  of  reading, 
writing,  number  and  language  work,  which  it  is  the  important 
function  of  the  primary  school  to  give. 

It  is  not  creditable  to  Fairhaven  to  have  schools  with 
educational  and  hygienic  conditions  like  those  at  the  Wash- 
ington Street  building.  This  statemient  is  not  a criticism 
of  the  building  as  a building.  The  “Annex”  is  all  right  but 
it  is  being  overworked.  The  small  rooms  and  the  relatively 
small  playground  were  never  planned  to  accomodate  the 
number  of  children  attending  there  at  present.  Remove 
the  two  third  grades,  having  a* present  membership  of  over 
eight}’  pupils,  and  six  schools  with  an  average  enrollment  of 
thirty  pupils  would  be  left.  Two-hundred  pupils  is  as  many 
as  the  building  ought  to  house.  It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that 
number  in  the  first  and  second  grades  next  year. 

The  time  has  come  when  additional  school  accomodations 
at  the  Center  are  necessar}’.  Two  more  rooms  ought  to  be 
available  now,  if  ordinary  efficiency  is  maintained.  Next 
year,  judging  from  the  past,  the  enrollment  will  be  larger. 
\^'ith  a normal  increase  the  capacity  of  your  buildings  will  be 
reached:  with  an  abnormal  increase  conditions  will  be  in- 
tolerable. Plans  for  a building  ought  to  be  initiated. 

Teachers. 

The  school  report  usually  includes  an  accounting  of  the 
number  of  changes  in  the  teaching  corps  during  the  year,  a 
lament  that  they  have  been  so  numerous,  more  or  less  elo- 
quence regarding  the  im.portance  of  the  teacher’s  work,  and 
an  exhortation  that  sufficient  money  be  appropriated  to  ob- 
tain and  retain  good  teachers.  Like  the  annual  valedictory 
addresses  of  springtime  graduates,  Mr.  Average  Citizen 
regards  such  sentiments,  if  he  reads  them,  as  entirely  fitting 
but  not  to  be  taken  too  seriously.  This  attitude  is  wrong, 
of  course.  Good  teachers  are  immeasurably  important  to 
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the  communit}'.  Viewed  in  right  perspective,  it  is  a public 
calamity  to  lose  one.  Every  man  and  woman  who  thinks, 
believes  this.  Parents  who  try  to  give  their  children  good 
home  training  know  the  imiportance  of  the  teacher’s  influence. 
Whose  duty  is  it,  then,  to  miake  this  knowledge  more  than  a 
theory,  not  m.erely  for  the  children  who  have  good  home 
training,  but  also,  for  the  benefit  of  scores  of  children  whose 
home  training  is  defective?  It  is  not  the  duty  of  school 
officials  only;  it  is  also  that  of  Mr.  Average  Citizen,  \vho 
ought  to  realize  that  the  higher  ideals  he  has  for  his  town,  the 
better  schools  it  must  have,  and  that  no  really  good  system 
can  be  developed  without  a relatively  permanent  corps  of 
strong  teachers. 

Thirty  per  cent  of  the  grade  teachers  have  resigned 
since  the  last  report,  with  one  exception,  to  accept  higher  sa- 
laries elswhere.  This  statement  is  practically  true  for  every 
year  in  the  last  ten.  I can  think  of  only  one  condition  re- 
latively less  favorable,  viz.,  to  ha\’e  thirty  per  cent  of  the 
teachers  so  perm.anent  in  their  positions  that  they  had  ceased 
to  feel  the  necessity  of  growth. 

Organization. 

In  September,  1914,  plans  were  initiated  looking  toward 
the  elimination  of  the  ninth  grade.  In  June,  1915,  seventeen, 
and  in  June  1916,  twenty-four  pupils  entered  the  High  School 
direct  from,  the  eighth  grade.  This  does  not  mean  necessarily 
that  all  pupils  of  the  present  or  any  other  eighth  grade  can 
go  direct  to  the  High  School.  All  may  do  so,  but  if  for  any 
any  reason  unprepared  to  do  the  work,  they  will  need  another 
year.  Two  divisions  of  the  eighth  grade  will  be  maintained 
hereafter,  one  especially  for  those  who  at  the  end  of  the  seventh 
year  definitely  plan  a high  school  course;  the  other  for  pupils 
whose  school  life  will  be  very  likely  to  end  with  the  grammar 
school.  At  present  the  requiremjents  for  high  school  entrance 
must  be  kept  rather  high.  Owing  to  the  relatively  small 
teaching  corps  at  the  high  school,  it  is  impossible  to  give 
much  special  aid  to  backward  first  year  pupils. 
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A new  type  of  school  organization  is  rapidly  displacing 
the  traditional  eight  years,  one-teacher-one-grade,  four-years- 
in-the-high-school,  plan.  It  propesesthe 

A new  type  of  school  organization  is  rapidly  displacing 
the  traditional  eight  years,  one-teacher-one-grade,  four-years- 
in-the-high-school,  plan.  It  proposes  the  application  of  the 
six  - three  - three  plan.  It  is  claimed  that  six  years  are 
sufficient  to  place  the  child  in  possession  of  the  working 
tools  of  knowledge,  such  as  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and 
the  elements  of  arithmetic,  and  that  the  remaining  two  years 
of  the  elementary  course  are  relatively  inefficient.  It  or- 
ganizes the  seventh,  eighth  and  first  year  high  classes  into  an 
intermediate  school,  called  the  Junior  High  School,  leaving 
for  the  high  school  proper  a three  year’s  course.  It  is  believed 
that  the  old  plan  does  not  take  into  consideration  the  changes 
in  children  at  the  beginning  of  adolescence,  nor  does  it  enable 
the  school  to  meet  the  changed  social  and  economic  conditions 
of  the  times.  In  the  Junior  High  School  there  is  departmental 
teaching  like  that  of  the  regular  high  school  and  there  is 
a differentiated  course  of  study  to  meet  the  needs  of  pupils 
with  different  tastes,  capacities  and  aims.  Pupils  are  given 
more  liberty  of  action  and  choice,  as  in  the  senior  high  school 
and,  not  having  the  constant  direction  of  one  teacher,  a 
greater  degree  of  self  reliance  is  cultivated.  Under  this  plan 
pupils  are  thought  to  be  better  prepared  for  the  senior  high 
school.  It  closes  the  gap  between  the  elementary  and  high 
which  admittedly  exists  at  present. 

The  Junior  High  School  is  given  passing  mention  in  this 
report  because  it  is  one  of  the  important  educational  m.ove- 
ments  of  the  day.  Many  such  schools  have  been  established 
in  the  West.  Even  in  conservative  Massachusetts,  Boston, 
Chelsea,  Somerville,  Springfield,  Beverly  and  other  cities 
have  established  them,  while  such  smaller  communities  as 
Arlington,  Reading,  Plymouth,  Canton,  Ipswich,  Franklin 
and  Easton  have  either  fully  developed  junior  high  schools, 
or  they  have  adopted  the  plan  of  segregating  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  in  separate  buildings  with  the  idea  of  giving 
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them  differentiated  courses  of  study  and  departmental  teach- 
ing. There  are  many  indications  that  the  old  eight-four  plan 
will  be  generally  displaced. 

High  School. 

The  present  enrollment  at  the  High  School  is  258,  an 
increase  of  29  over  the  number  last  year.  The  graduating 
class  in  June  numbered  37,  the  entering  class  in  September, 
113.  The  total  enrollment  is  now  81.6  per  cent  higher  than 
that  of  the  first  year  in  the  new  building.  The  membership 
■from  Fairhaven  is  175,  almost  exactly  two- thirds  of  the  total. 
Up  to  1912-13  there  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
from  town;  since  then,  due  in  part  to  the  change  in  grade 
organization,  the  increase  has  been  very  rapid,  nearly  sixty 
per  cent  more  local  pupils  attending  than  in  1913-14. 

A revision  of  the  course  of  study  is  in  process,  that  of  the 
first  year  being  practically  completed.  The  modifications 
are  in  the  direction  of  greater  elasticity  in  order  to  serve  better 
the  interests  of  individual  pupils.  Algebra,  English  history 
and  a foreign  language  are  no  longer  required  subjects 
for  the  first  year.  The  present  course  of  study  is  made  up 
of  both  required  and  elective  subjects.  A few  facts  regarding 
the  distribution  of  the  pupils  in  the  courses  and  subjects  may 
be  of  interest. 

131  pupils  are  taking  the  general  course. 

126  pupils  are  taking  the  commercial  course. 

57  pupils  in  the  general  course  are  preparing  for  college. 

34  pupils  are  preparing  for  normal  school. 

Manuel  training  is  required  of  hoys  during  the  first  year,  after 
that  it  is  elective.  71  out  of  114  boys  take  manual  training. 
Mechanical  drawingis  required  for  one  year,  after  that  it  is  elective. 
78  out  of  114  boys  take  it. 

Printing  is  entirely  elective.  44  boys  take  it. 

All  girls  are  required  to  take  cooking  two  years,  after  that  it  is 
elective.  112  of  144  girls  take  it. 

Sewing  is  elective  and  cannot  be  taken  until  after  two  years  of 
cooking.  26  girls  takejit. 
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It  is  now  trite  to  say  that  ideals  of  what  a high  school 
education  should  accomplish  for  boys  and  girls  have  broad- 
ened considerably  in  the  last  decade.  The  application  of  the 
newer  ideals  has  been  bery  rapid.  Formerly  the  dominant 
purpose  of  the  high  school  was  preparation  for  college;  now 
this  is  an  incidental  aim.  It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  the 
founder  of  the  new  Fairhaven  High  School,  and  those  who 
worked  with  him  in  planning  it,  had  breadth  of  vision.  Al- 
though ten  years  have  elapsed,  the  school  is  still  abreast  of 
the  times  educationally.  From  the  beginning  it  has  been 
recognized  that  there  is  more  than  one  kind  of  educated  man, 
hence  more  than  one  type  of  high  school  training.  The  school 
has  been  a doorway  to  college,  normal  and  technical  school, 
but  it  has  been  more  than  that;  it  has  aided  in  their  preparation 
for  life  the  large  percentage  of  its  students  who  could  never 
attend  these  institutions.  Side  by  side  with  Latin,  mathema- 
tics, ancient  history  and  other  college  preparatory  studies, 
the  commercial  subjects,  woodworking,  cooking,  sewing  and 
printing  are  taught.  These  latter  subjects  are  cultural  as 
well  as  the  former  ones  but  they  have  additional  purposes 
One  of  these  is  to  give  each  pupil  some  insight  into  the  form 
of  service  in  which  he  is  interested  and  for  which  he  may  be 
fitted.  To  classify  the  college  preparatory  subjects  as  “essen- 
tials” and  the  rest  as  “frills  and  fads”  reveals  a misunder- 
standing of  what  universal  education  means. 

There  are  those  who  claim  that  because  the  school  tries 
to  do  so  much,  it  fails  in  the  traditional  type  of  education, 
Does  it?  There  have  been  250  graduates  in  the  last  ten  years; 
of  these  51  have  attended  college  and  42  normal  school. 
Twenty-one  per  cent  of  all  graduates  have  gone  to  college, 
seventeen  per  cent  to  normal  school.  Nearly  forty  per  cent 
have  entered  either  college  or  normal  school.  This  is  a 
high  record  when  the  fact  is  considered  that  less  than  six  per 
cent  of  high  school  pupils,  the  country  over,  enter  college. 
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Health  Supervision. 

The  schools  of  many  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts 
failed  to  open  in  Septemvber  on  schedule  time  owing  to  the 
epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis.  Fairhaven  was  fortunate 
in  having  only  one  case  and  that  not  in  the  schools.  Other 
diseases  have  been  prevalent.  In  the  spring  measles,  chicken 
pox,  and  whooping  cough,  especially  the  latter,  caused  many 
absences,  and  this  fall  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  occurred. 
Owing  to  its  mild  form  the  diseases  has  been  difficult  to 
check.  Parents  have  failed  to  recognize  it,  children  not  ill 
enough  to  have  a doctor  have  been  sent  to  school,  and,  ming- 
ling with  others  and  infecting  them,  the  disease  has  been 
spread  before  it  has  been  discovered.  Undoubtedly  more 
cases  would  have  occurred  if  school  nurse  and  physician  had 
not  been  very  alert.  The  former  made  almost  daily  visits  to 
the  schools  when  the  epidemic  was  at  its  height,  children 
were  examined  and  all  suspicious  cases  referred  to  the  school, 
physician. 

The  School  physician  has  inspected  each  child  in  theschools. 
The  results  of  his  examination,  together  with  those  of  the  eye 
and  ear  tests  of  the  teachers,  are  found  in  the  following  table.

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Mothers’  Club,  aided  'by 
subscriptions  from  individuals  and  organizations,  a community 
nurse  was  engaged  last  spring.  A generous  portion  of  her 
time  thus  far  has  been  given  to  work  in  the  schools.  The 
School  Committee  has  as  yet  paid  nothing  toward  her  support, 
but  I recommend  strongly  that  she  be  engaged  for  a compen- 
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sation  to  perform  a specified  service  in  the  schools.  In  smaller 
communities’  it  is  impracticable  to  pay  a physician  for  the 
amount  of  time  needed  for  adequate  medical  inspection.  It 
Is  important  that  incipient  stages  of  contagious  diseases  be 
recognized  quickly,  that  ‘'follow  up”  work  be  done  where 
physical  defects  affecting  the  success  of  children  In  their  work 
are  discovered,  and  that  the  value  of  wholesome  food,  clean- 
liness, pure  air  and  healthful  habits  of  life  be  emphasized  in 
some  types  of  homes.  The  school  nurse  can  do  this  admirably. 
By  employing  one,  and  a school  physician  to  make  the  annual 
examination  of  school  children  required  by  law,  and  for 
consultation  when  needed,  health  supervision  in  Fairhaven 
schools  will  be  greatly  improved.  The  present  nurse  has  done 
valuable  work.  Since  May  she  has  made  visits  to  the  various 
buildings  as  follows.  In  most  cases  a visit  to  the  building 
has  included  an  Inspection  of  the  children  in  each  room.

In  addition  to  the  above  she  has  nmade  389  “follow  up” 
visits  In  the  homes.  What  have  these  accomplished?  It  is 
impossible  to  state  all  the  results  in  figures.  To  give  specific 
instances  of  help  would  be  too  personal  for  this  report. 

Through  these  visits  parents  have  been  led  to  correct  defec- 
tive eyesight  of  children  by  glasses,  children  too  poor  to  secure 
glasses  have  been  furnished  them  by  the  Benevolent  Asso- 
ciation, children  have  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed, 
cases  of  rickets,  broken  down  glands  etc.,  have  received  proper 
treatment,  many  cases  of  Impetigo  and  pediculosis  have  been 
cleaned  up  or  improved.  Cases  of  the  latter  kind  are  often 
treated  by  the  nurse  when  circumstances  permit.  The 
schools  are  more  free  from  these  than  at  any  time  in  the  last 
five  years. 

School  Gardens. 

This  has  been  an  unfavorable  year  for  gardens  of  all 
kinds,  nevertheless  increased  interest  in  school  gardens  has 
been  shown.  The  Improvement  Association  appropriated 
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the  usual  amount  of  money  for  prizes,  and  a committee  from 
that  organization  has  worked  systematically  and  energetically 
to  put  this  phase  of  school  work  on  a better  basis.  One  hun- 
dred and  nine  children  tried  to  start  gardens  but  the  wet 
weather  frustrated  the  efforts  of  thirty-nine,  hence  only 
seventy  really  entered  the  contest.  The  Committee  made 
one  visit  to  all  the  gardens  and  second  and  third  visits  to  many 
of  them.  The  gardens  were  divided  into, three  classes,  flowers, 
vegetables  and  flowers,  and  vegetables.  Three  prizes  were 
awarded  to  gardeners  in  each  class.  The  names  of  the  winners 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix  of  this  report.  It  is  suggested 
that  garden  clubs  be  formed  next  year,  joining  in  the  State- 
wide contests  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  College.  I 
hope  this  may  be  done. 

Miscellaneous  Items. 

A general  exhibit  of  school  work,  both  grade  and  high, 
was  held  in  June.  The  attendance  of  parents  was  excellent 
and  the  comments  made  by  them  were  gratifying  to  the  teach- 
ers and  children.  The  work  shown  indicated  improvement 
in  drawing,  English  and  penmanship. 

The  diennial  Field  Day  of  the  grades  was  observed  in 
June.  Three  postponements  occurred  before  the  weather 
permitted  the  exercises.  Despite  this,  the  program  was 
very  creditably  carried  out.  ^ 

The  Home  Economics  Club  at  the  High  School  received 
a banner  this  year  for  the  high  percentage  of  members  who 
completed  the  requirements  of  the  State  contest.  Individual 
prizes  were  won  by  pupils  as  follows;—  Marjorie  Haskins,  a 
second  prize  in  breadmaking;  Dorothy  Hirst,  a fourth  prize 
in  breadmaking. 

For  various  reasons  the  Committee  decided  not  to  main- 
tain the  playground  activities  last  summer.  The  Mothers’ 
Club  kept  the  grounds  open  for  a time  but  thought 
best  to  close  them  when  the  case  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred. 
If  lack  of  patronage  makes  it  unwise  at  present  to  provide 
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thorough  supervision  of  play,  may  it  not  be  worth  while  to 
employ  one  person  during  the  summer  to  direct  the  activities 
of  the  younger  children  who  seem  to  enjoy  the  playground? 

The  Union  Teachers’  Association  has  had  an  unusually 
successful  year.  Under  its  auspices  the  Ben  Greet  Players 
presented  “Much  Ado  About  Nothing’’,  the  Tufts  College 
Musical  Clubs  gave  a concert,  and  Hon.  Payson  S.  Smith, 
then  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Maine,  now  Com- 
missioner of  Education  in  Massachusetts,  gave  an  address. 

A beautiful  Christmas  Carol  service  by  the  children  of 
the  schools,  was  given  in  the  Town  Hall  under  the  direction 
of  the  Supervisor  of  Music. 

Permit  me  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  fair, 
businesslike  conduct  of  school  affairs  by  this  School  Com- 
mittee, and  of  its  courteous  and  careful  consideration  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Superintendent.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1916. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library:— 

The  report  of  the  librarian  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1916  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  outstanding- 
features  or  by  any  particular  extension  of  library  facilities 
as  was  the  previous  year  when  the  Oxford  Branch  was  es- 
tablished. However,  despite  the  fact  that  the  total  circu- 
lation is  slightly  less  than  1915,  there  is  no  reason  to  believe 
that  the  year  has  not  been  one  of  progreess  or  that  we  have 
gone  backward  in  any  way. 

Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  books  were  added  to  the 
library  while  1137  were  withdrawn.  The  net  increase  in 
books  was  313  and  the  library  now  contains  22,909  volumes. 
The  net  cost  per  book  increased  by  nearly  10  per  cent  over 
last  year.  The  large  number  of  withdrawals  is  explained  by 
the  very  considerable  weeding  out  of  out  of  date  books  and 
duplicate  copies  of  fiction  no  longer  in  active  demand,  which 
was  done  during  the  summ.er  months.  From  the  books  thus 
withdrawn,  the  librarians  of  the  Acushnet  aad  the  South 
Dartmouth  libraries  made  selections,  a few  were  sent  to  a 
small  library  in  Virginia  and  the  remainder  are  being  sent 
in  installments  to  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatarium  at  Sassaquin. 
The  books  h^ve  therefore  not  outlived  their  usefulness  nor 
lost  their  capacity  for  furnishing  enjoyment  to  Others. 

Following  the  weeding  out,  an  inventory  of  the  books 
in  the  library  was  taken.  One  hundred  and  eight  books  were 
reported  unaccounted  for,  not  a large  num.ber  in  proportion 
to  the  total  number  of  books  and  the  size  of  our  circulation. 
The  number  missing  from  the  Oxford  Branch  was  perhaps 
larger  in  proportion  than  it  should  have  been  considering 
the  short  time  the  branch  has  been  open. 
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Registration  and  Circulation. 


The  number  of  new  borrowers  registered  during  the  year 
was  495,  the  Oxford  Branch  contributing  77.  The  total 
number  of  cards  issued  on  the  present  registration  which 
expires  at  the  end  of  this  year  amounts  to  2511. 

Mrs.  Leighton’s  records  show  the  circulation  of  books  at 
the  main  library,  exclusive  of  pay  duplicate  books,  pictures 
and  clippings  to  have  been  47,22v3  which  is  3251  less  than 
last  year.  The  sudden  and  very  decided  slump  in  circulation 
which  began  in  October,  1915  continued  through  the  winter 
and  spring.  The  reasons  4or  this  rather  odd  phenomonon 
were  discussed  in  last  year’s  report.  Besides  the  part  the 
post  office  changes  played  in  our  local  case,  there  is  evidence 
that  the  general  prosperity  of  the  country  has  affected  the 
patronage  of  libraries.  People  who  have  steady  employment 
find  less  time  to  read  and  also  have  money  to  spend  for  other 
and  more  expensive  forms  of  recreation.  That  we  are  slowly 
“coming  back”  is  indicated  by  the  records  of  the  last  three 
months  which  show  a decided  increase  over  the  same  months 
in  1915. 

The  total  circulation  including  that  of  the  Oxford  Branch 
school  libraries  and  other  agencies  is  57,292. 

Early  in  the  spring,  the  librarian  advocated  certain 
changes  in  the  circulation  rules  which  were  adopted.  The 
time  limit  on  fiction  was  extended  to  four  weeks  and  borrow- 
ers were  privileged  to  take  two  novels  on  one  card.  Exceptions 
made  were  recent  novels,  less  than  a year  old,  which  continue 
to  be  “seven  day  books”  and  children’s  books  which  are 
still  charged  for  two  weeks.  These  extensions  have  work- 
ed well  and  are  certainly  appreciated  by  our  borrowers. 
There  is  really  no  reason  why  the  number  of  books  allowed 
adults  might  not  be  unlimited,  barring  of  course  the  recent 
popular  novels  (seven  day  books)  only  one  of  which  can  in 
justice  to  other  borrowers  be  charged  to  one  card. 


Children’s  Room  and  Work  with  Schools. 


The  number  of  books  issued  from  the  children’s  room  in 
the  main  library  was  12,233,  a decrease  from  last  year.  From 
the  Oxford  Branch,  2238  children’s  books  were  issued  making 
the  total  juvenile  circulation  14,471.  During  the  past  year 
there  has  been  a very  noticeable  decrease  in  the  evening- 
attendance  in  the  children’s  room.  I would  venture  to  say 
that  80  per  cent  of  both  the  reading  in  the  room  itself  and  the 
lending  of  books  to  children  is  done  between  the  hours 
of  12  and  1 and  3.30  to  6 o’clock  and  Sunday  afternoons. 
The  evening  attendance  is  confined  to  a few  “regulars”,  ex- 
cept on  “Boy  Scout  Night”  when  the  Scouts  congregate  at 
the  library  as  a pre-m.eeting  gathering  place.  Many  children 
who  formerly  were  sent  to  the  post  ofiice  for  the  evening  mail 
and  spent  their  waiting  time  at  the  library,  now  come  after- 
noons and  are  at  home  in  the  evening.  While  there  is  some 
small  loss  in  children’s  circulation,  the  changed  condition  is 
not  one  to  be  regretted,  for  the  home,  theoretically  anyway, 
should  be  the  place  for  children  in  the  evening. 

No  innovations  have  been  attempted  in  our  work  with 
schools.  The  usual  number  of  books  were  loaned  for  the 
regular  high  school  library  and  for  use  in  the  English  and 
vocational  guidance  courses.  The  circulation  from  this 
agency  was  1262,  the  largest  yet  recorded. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  in  the  ninth  grade 
was  continued  and  a slightly  modified  course  given  to  the 
eighth  grade  at  the  Rogers  School.  It  is  planned  this  winter 
to  work  out  in  full  the  plan  of  a graded  course  in  the  use  of 
the  library  outlined  in  last  year’s  report.  Miss  Perry  has 
charge  of  this  work. 

For  teachers’  reference  use  693  books  were  issued  besides 
over  1000  pictures  and  mounted  clippings. 
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Oxford  Branch. 

Mr.  Kendrick  reports  a circulation  of  6858  during  the 
year  of  which  2238  were  children’s  books  and  195  books  in 
the  French  language.  The  average  circulation  per  evening 
was  44. 

During  the  summer  about  half  the  fiction  was  returned 
to  the  m.ain  library  and  replaced  by  other  novels.  The 
installation  of  a large  revolving  bookcase  furnished  shelving 
for  about  250  additional  books.  More  titles  in  French  were 
added  and  these  books  have  had  a very  steady  and  slowly 
increasing  patronage.  The  reading  room  has  not  proved  as 
popular  among  the  older  people  as  was  hoped  but  has  been 
enjoyed  by  a regular  group  of  young  people.  The  num.ber 
of  magazines  subscribed  for  has  been  reduced  nearly  one-third 
and  the  result  has  been  a more  suitable  and  popular  collection. 
The  teachers  in  the  Oxford  School  have  found  the  reading 
room  an  attractive  place  to  spend  the  noon  hour  and  have 
made  use  of  the  books  at  the  library  in  connection  with  their 
school  work. 

The  record  of  the  branch  for  the  year  can  be  received 
with  the  satisfaction  that  it  is  justifying  its  existence  and 
that  it  is  fully  appreciated  by  a great  many  people  in  its 
vicinity. 

Foreign  Books. 

A beginning  was  made  this  year  to  build  up  better 
collections  and  to  more  definitely  encourage  the  use  of  books 
in  the  French  and  Portuguese  languages.  Over  150  new 
French  books  were  purchased,  most  of  them  being  placed 
in  the  Oxford  Branch.  A small  beginning  was  made  toward 
a Portuguese  collection.  These  latter  books  are  not  so  easily 
procured  and  the  selection  not  so  easy  to  make.  As  the 
importations  are  not  large  and  very  few,  if  any,  Portuguese 
books  are  printed  in  this  country.  As  a supplement  to  the  Sep"

tember  number  of  the  Bulletin,  a four  page  list  of  the  books  in 
the  library  in  the  two  languages  was  printed.  Enough  extra 
copies  of  the  supplement  were  printed  to  make  the  list  avail- 
able for  some  time  to  come.  The  circulation  of  Portuguese 
books  has  averaged  30  a month  and  we  have  been  pleasantly 
surprised  by  a steady  call  for  French  books  at  the  main  library. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

The  year  has  been  noteworthy  for  the  rather  extensive 
repairs  and  improvements  that  have  been  made  on  the  library 
property.  Inside  the  building  the  ceilings  and  the  walls 
above  the  frieze  were  repainted  and  decorated  and  the 
frieze  itself  and  the  brickwork  beneath  thoroughly  washed 
and  renovated.  The  effect  was  to  greatly  lighten  and  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  interior.  All  the  building 
was  done  over  except  the  trustees’  room.  The  floors  were 
also  scraped  and  refinished. 

Outside,  a new  brick  sidewalk  was  laid  on  William  Street 
and  curbing  set  outside  the  grass  plots  on  the  Center  Street 
side.  The  curbing  serves  to  protect  the  grass  plots  from  the 
sand  and  street  dirt  that  formerly  blew  in  and  killed  the 
grass,  necessitating  frequent  re-sodding.  It  has  also  added 
decidedly  to  the  appearance  of  the  property.  When  the 
finances  permit  the  curbing  should  be  extended  to  the  other 
two  sides  of  the  library. 

Bulletin,  Exhibits,  Etc. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  continued  as  a quarterly  publica- 
tion. The  use  of  brief,  descriptive  and  semi-critical  notes  to 
the  books  listed  has  been  extended  to  include  all  fiction  and 
other  books  not  sufficiently  described  by  their  titles.  An 
edition  of  1250  copies  is  printed  and  distributed  by  mail  and 
from  the  desk  and  it  is  seldom  that  more  than  fifty  copies  are 
left  at  the  end  of  three  months.  The  out  of  towm  mailing 
list  is  being  constantly  increased  by  requests  for  exchanges 
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and  by  the  addition  of  the  names  of  individuals  who  have 
seen  copies  of  the  Bulletin  and  have  asked  to  have  it  sent  to 
them  regularly. 

The  annual  Christmas  exhibit  of  books  for  children, 
was  rather  more  ambitious  than  former  ones.  The  Trustees, 
room  v/as  decorated  with  potted  plants  and  green  and  made 
a very  attractive  setting  for  the  books.  Books  ranging  in 
prices  from  20  cents  to  S3. 00  were  shown  and  an  innovation 
attempted  in  offering  the  opportunity  of  ordering  books  in 
the  exhibit  through  the  librarian.  The  people  who  availed 
themselves  of  this  opportiunty  seemed  to  appreciate  it  very 
much.  The  attendance  at  the  exhibit  was  good. 

Books  have  been  loaned  to  the  Mothers’  Club  and  are 
circulated  at  the  club  meetings.  A small  exhibit  of  books 
for  children,  loaned  by  the  library,  was  a feature  of  one  of 
their  meetings. 

A helpful  bit  of  work  on  which  Mrs.  Leighton  and  Miss 
Perry  are  now  engaged  is  the  compilation  of  short  subject 
lists  of  fiction  which  are  typewritten  and  put  in  a leather 
covered  loose  leaf  binder  and  kept  on  the  loan  desk  for  the 
convenience  of  readers.  Such  subjects  are  used  as  Cape  Cod 
stories.  Western  stories,  Canadian  stories,  mystery  stories, 
religious  problem  stories  and  many  others.  Though  not  yet 
finished  the  lists  have  already  proved  very  popular. 

The  staff  enters  upon  its  sixth  year  without  a change 
in  personel.  Our  relations  have  been  most  cordial  and  the 
association  beneficial  to  all.  Massachusetts  Library  Club 
meetings  have  been  attended  by  all  who  could  and  the  Li- 
brarian appreciated  to  the  full  the  opportunity  of  attending 
the  Asbury  Park  conference  of  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation in  June. 

I thank  you  once  more  for  your  continued  confidence 
and  support.
